But just what sort of a man 
was the “Father of His Coun­ 
try ” whose memory is honored 
by millions? 
Historians burrowed for new 
information on General W ash­ 
ington in this inquisitive age 
have revealed that he was only 
human, that he had his faults 
as well as his virtues. After all, 
this heroic figure in the nation’s 
history was very much like other 
men.

WHY THE PROBLEM IS HARD. 


It is impossible to understand the difficulties 
that surround the London naval 
conference 
without considering the political considerations 
that encompass the various delegations. 
The United States delegation is the least af­ 
fected. since President Hoover’s political future 
can hardly be ruined by failure to reach 
an 
agreement at London. But for the others, politi­ 
cal life or death hinges upon the outcome of the 
meeting. 
MacDonald of England faces an unemployment 
problem that constantly grows worse. If he can 
get a naval pact that will enable Britain to re­ 
duce naval expenditures, and hence devote more 
money to the unemployed without raising the 
tax rate, his future is assured. If not, he prob­ 
ably will go out of office. 
Tardieu of France is kept in power by a politi­ 
cal coalition that insists 
011 France’s right to 
build submarines and cruisers in any amount she 
chooses. If he accepts a treaty limiting France’s 
rights in that respect he, too, will probably lose 
his place. 
Mussolini has persuaded the Italians that they 
must have naval parity with France. If the con­ 
ference fails to give it to them Mussolini’s pres­ 
tige at home will receive the lirst major blow it 
has had since he took office. 
The Japanese cabinet, likewise, has persuaded 
the Japanese people that the 10-10-7 cruiser 
ratio is vital to Japan’s security. If this ratio is 
not embodied in the final agreement, a new Jap­ 
anese cabinet would be almost certain. 
Thus each delegation — except, perhaps, the 
American — is faced by insistent political con­ 
siderations. 
Each delegation, in short, is com­ 
pelled by politics to reject*all compromises. Yet 
the various national claims conflict so that if 
there are 110 compromises there can be 110 treaty. 
And 
110 delegation is quite willing to face that 
eventuality. 
That is why (he London problem is so extra­ 
ordinarily difficult.

THE GREATNESS OF WASHINGTON. 
It is rather hard to understand why the third 
volume of Dupert Hughes' biography of George 
Washington, recently published, should have 
• 
caused such a furore. To be sure, Hughes does 
treat some of our ancient traditions 
rather 
harshly. But the Washington that he paints is 
an even greater man, if possible, than the Wash­ 
ington of the school history books. 
In the school boks Washington appcsj's as a 
benign and saintly man who led a united nation 
to victory over a cruel foe. All of his associates 
are depicted as patriotic, self-sacrificing men, 
and the colonists are held up as a grave, liberty- 
loving people who were willing to make any sac­ 
rifices 
to bring their cause to victory. 
Hughes gives a different picture—and it might 
be pointed out that the leading historians agree 
with him. He shows that Washington, far from 
having tne united support of his people, had to 
contend with warring factions, with public in­ 
difference and with outright opposition from the 
beginning of the revolution to the end. He shows 
that an enormous percentage of the American 
populace was actively Tory in its sympathies. He 
shows that the colonists did not make very good 
soldiers, on the whole; that they deserted, ran 
away from battle, and were terribly hard 
to 
discipline. 
He shows that profiteers gyped the 
army right and left and that the intrigues and 
selfish ambitions of his associates made Wash­ 
ington’s path a racky one from the beginning. 
In short, he paints such a picture of disorgan­ 
ization. graft and incompetence that it seems al­ 
most impossible that America ever should have 
won the war. 
From all of this, of course, Washington’s true 
greatness emerges. 
The nation won its inde­ 
pendence because of Washington’s ability to rise 
above all of these obstacles. Instead of defam­ 
ing Washington, Hughes is really adding to our 
appreciation 
of him. 
He makes it clear that 
Washington wTas very truly, the father of his 
country.

THE WASHINGTON ELM ! 
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REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


The farmers of sixty years 
ago, enjoyed many blesings ( ?) 
not found in rural scenes today. 
Aside from the delicious maple 
molasses and sugar made in 
sugar camps, was a by-product 
known as sugar water beer. This 
was 
an 
esteemed 
and 
much 
sought for compound, but like 
the chickens at a -friz" was bet­ 
ter if purloined from a neighbor. 
In the early ’80.s Uncle Peter 
Mauzy leased his camp to Jim 
Ayres and by some unknown 
means a barrel of this highly 
prized fluid found a resting place 
nearby and in some mysterious 
way it became known to the 
-chicken scouts," of the neigh­ 
borhood and soon a pathway led 
to the hiding place of the bar­ 
rel. 
Of course this “beer” was not 
intoxicating but for some reason 
a quart of it, under an overcoat 
would make a man want to whip 
his mother or climb a lightning 
rod. Sam Young says, it is now 
unlawful to have those automa­ 
tic 
liquor 
producers 
on 
the 
farm and that a strict construc­ 
tion of the Volstead law would 
require their destruction. Sam is 
the author, of the cross between 
the honey bee and the lightning 
bug, which gave us a specie of 
bee, that was enabled to work at 
night. Like the wile} pigeon, they 
are now extinct. Greeley Mauzy, 
son of Uncle Pete, could “a tale 
unfold” about that barrel of ton­ 
ic—but won’t. 
In October 1878, while teach­ 
ing at. the Downey school house, 
we, All Bogue, (deceased) Dave, 
Tom, Joe, (deceased) Grant Po­ 
well and myself with others now 
forgotten met one night in a va­ 
cant house 
011 the Jake Cross 
farm, to have a dance and chick­ 
en -friz." We baked our chick­ 
ens in the fire place, covering 
them when prepared, with coals 
and hot ashes. They were pre­ 
pared by removing the entrails 
and then covering the remains 
with the feathers on, with stiff 
mud and when done we removed 
the clay, which took off feathers 
and skin leaving only the well 
cooked flesh. 
While the chickens were bak­ 
ing we began the dance but soon 
an odor filled the air, which was 
foreign to well bred chicken 
flesh. Examination showed that 
some one in his haste had omit­ 
ted to remove the "insides” of 
his chicken and the little spiral 
of steam ascending therefrom, 
produced the objectional odor. 
Whose 
chicken 
was 
it? 
The 
chicken had lost its head and 
could not talk, and to this day 
110 
one has owned the blunder, but 
we had plenty without it and oh, 
what a feast! 
Orchards are another thing, 
that have seen better days and 
are found now. only where ex­ 
treme care is given them. 
The 
old Vandcver, Spice apple, Bell 5 
Flower, 
Newtown 
Pippin 
and 
Winesap are no longer found in 
abundance or at all. 
Whether the destruction of the 
forests has caused the couiftlcss 
myriads of orchard enemies to 
see civilization and wage war on 
fruit trees, vines and bushes, or 
whether they are a new creation 
or a domesticated import, the 
fact remains that they are in­ 
dustrious and highly proficient. 
1 The so called tomato worm, 
when 1 was a boy, was an habi­ 
tue of tobacco fields. Only re­ 
cent! yliave they made their ap­ 
pearance here and few will weep, 
when the y are ex tinct, fo r o f aU 


rapacious “varmints,v they lead 
the van. 
Aside from the great crop of 
appdes of unblemished growth 
and fine flavor, the cider press 
gave us a beverage which was 
healthful to drink and furnished 
the fluid for delicious apple but­ 
ter. In those days brass kettles 
were in vogue, but today few can 
be found in the county and a 
cider press or brass kettle would 
be dangerous possessions, when 
some over zealous enforcement 
officer came around. 
A few years ago a man near 
Gings was arrested and tried on 
a charge of possessing a “still,” 
when as a matter of fact (?) he 
was only making “mush" for his 
hogs. As a matter of fact much 
alcohol is found in nearly all 
plant life, but it never takes on 
alcoholic action until it is taken 
from its natural abode. In the 
old days cider was much used as 
a drink and when it fermented, 
the addition of a little soda and 
sugar to a glass of hard cider, 
produced 
a 
pleasant foaming 
drink, 
much 
resembling 
soda 
water. 
Along in the ’70’s Uncle Henry 
Lord owned the farm now owned 
by John F. Kirk on road 3 and 
Harve 
Smelser 
and 
Emerson 
Hinchman, lived on adjoining 
farms. By a long followed cus­ 
tom Uncle Henry had placed a 
barrel of cider in his barn, as 
was the custom in that day, and 
had put in it a small bag of mus­ 
tard seed to prevent fermenta­ 
tion. 
In some mysterious (?) 
manner 
its 
location 
became 
known and one night of a “spel­ 
ling m atch” at the Black school 
house, some grown boys sampled 
it on the way to the spelling and 
going home carried away almost 
half of it.

Many yet living in RushviiF 
will remember Uncle John Ca- 
vitt, when he came to town with 
several barrels of cider which he 
sold at wholesale and retail. As 
he traversed the streets selling 
his cider his ciy sounded very 
much like an autcionccr—"Nice 
fresh swCct cider"—the last word 
sounding somewhat like “side 
door.'! 
Cider was a great beverage at 
corn 
huskings, 
log 
rollings, 
shooting matches and all social 
gatherings of men and some­ 
times a stronger compound was 
there. I said “stronger” but if 
any man ever got full on hard 
cider and lived to tell it, he 
would tell you that whiskey was 
harmless by comparison. Follow­ 
ing the Rebellion and before 
whiskey was less intoxicating 
than strong wine, but when the 
government began taxing it and 
the states made it a course of re­ 
venue, by way of a license to sell, 
the whiskey trade became one of 
the most debasing in America. 
The foolish idea o ftrying to 
hinder or restrict its sale by a 
high 
license, simply 
made 
a 
monopoly of it and gave those, 
who used it. an inferior quality, 
until at last it became so strong 
a monopoly it used its influence 
to control legislation and d id ; 
control it to a great extent. Not; 
content with that, it entered the! 
political arena and then as now 
the candidate for office, from! 
dog peddler” to president, who, 
dared to suggest its extinction or 
restriction, had only a fighting) 
chance to win. 
In days gone by I have heard, 
o therwise respectable men berate i 


the resutl of protective legisla­ 
tion. 
Every law made against it has 
strengthened it, centralizing atid 
restricting its membership. Wipe 
out every law against its use and 
manufacture and see how soon 
it will die. Prohibition is no cure, 
it only punishes the temperate 
drinker, who is law abiding, 
without preventing the fastly 
growing crop of the lawless from 
getting what they want. The 
deaths growing out of enforce­ 
ment, make fitting subjects for 
meditation of those who want 
the law to protect humanity. 
We stand alone of all nations 
on the earth in trying to force 
on the people *a law, which has 
failed elsewhere, which is a fail­ 
ure here and makes us the 
laughing stock of the world and 
will eventually lead us into war, 
just as did the Fugitive Slave 
law. But it is now, not only the 
law of the land but a part of our 
Constituion and while I feel it a 
mistake in method, I must ask 
every citizen to obey it, and seek 
by lawful means to devise, if pos­ 
sible a method by which the 
curse of distillery and brewery 
domination may be forvere era­ 
dicated. Then and not till then 
will the curse of the saloon be 
banished, 
the 
commercialized 
feature of all liquors destroyed 
and man become what God in­ 
tended him to be, “the image of 
His likenss” and not the slave of 
drink nor yet of arbitary, abject 
submission to intolerant and bi­ 
goted domination.

belie their words in private. It 
is no r saying too much to say 
that the liquor interests had 
complete control of a majority of 
our cities, and used that power 
to carry elections.

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WHY THE PROBLEM IS HARD.

It is impossible to understand the difficulties 


'sthat surround tlie London naval conference 
Without considering the political considerations 
that encompass the various delegations. 


' ' "The United States delegation is the least af- 
tected, since President Hoover's political future 
'can hardly be ruined by faUure to reach 
an 


agreement at London. But for the others, politi- 
«cal life or death hinges upon the outcome of the 
meeting. 


MacDonald of England faces an unemployment 


problem that constantly grows worse. If he can 
get a naval pact that will enable Britain to re- 
duce naval expenditures, and hence devote more 
money to the unemployed without raising the 
tax rate, his future is assured. If not, he prob- 
ably will go out of office. 


Tardieu of France is kept in power by a politi- 


cal coalition that insists on France's right to 
build submarines and cruisers in any amount she 
chooses. If he accepts a treaty limiting France's 
rights in that respect he, too, will probably lose 
Ms place. 


11 
Mussolini has persuaded the Italians that they 


must have naval parity with France. If the con- 
ference fails to give it to them Mussolini's pres- 
. tige at home will receive the first major blow it 
has had since he took office. 


The Japanese cabinet, likewise, has persuaded 


the Japanese people that the 10-10-7 cruiser 
a'atio is vital to Japan's security. If this ratio is 
not embodied in the final agreement, a new Jap- 
anese cabinet would be almost certain. 


Thus each delegation — except, perhaps, the 


American — is faced by insistent political con- 
siderations. Each delegation, in short, is com- 
jpelled by politics to reject-all compromises. Yet 
the various national claims conflict so that if 
there are no compromises there can be no treaty. 
And no delegation is quite willing to face that 
•eventuality. • 


That is why the London problem is so extra- 


ordinarily difficult. 


One thing about it, America won't be unpre- 


pared for the next war if it is fought with 
revolvers.

THE GREATNESS OF WASHINGTON. 


It is rather hard to understand why the third 


volume of Dupert Hughes' biography of George 
Washington, recently published, should have 
caused such a furore. To be sure, Hughes does 
treat some of our ancient traditions rather 
harshly. But the Washington that he paints is 
an even greater man, if possible, than the Wash- 
ington of the school history books. 


Jn the school boks Washington appeals as a 


benign and saintly man who led a united nation 
to victory over a cruel foe. All of his associates 
are depicted as patriotic, self-sacrificing men 
and the colonists are held up as a grave, liberty- 
loving people who "were willing to make any sac- 
rifices to bring their cause to victory. 


Hughes gives a different picture—and it might 


be pointed out that the leading historians agree 
with him. He shows that Washington, far from 
having the united support of his people, had to 
contend with warring factions, with public in- 
difference and with outright opposition from the 
beginning of the revolution to the end. He shows 
that an enormous percentage of the American 
populace was actively Tory in its sympathies. He 
shows that the colonists did not make very good 
soldiers, on the whole; that they deserted, ran 
away from battle, and were terribly hard 
to 


discipline.. He shows that profiteers gyped the 
army right and left and that the intrigues and 
selfish ambitions of his associates made Wash- 
ington's path a racky one from the beginning. 


In short, he paints such a picture of disorgan- 


ization, graft and incompetence that it seems al- 
most impossible that America ever should have 
won the war. 


From all of this, of course, Washington's true 


greatness emerges. 
The nation won its inde- 


pendence because of Washington's ability to rise 
above all of these obstacles. .Instead of defam- 
ing Washington, Hughes is really adding to our 
appreciation of him. 
He makes it clear that 


Washington was very truly, the father of his 
country.

The farmers of sixty years 


ago, enjoyed many blesings (?) 
not found in rural scenes today. 
Aside from the delicious maple 
molasses and sugar made in 
sugar camps, was a by-product 
known as sugar water beer. This 
was an esteemed and much 
sought for compound, but like 
the chickens at a -friz" was bet- 
ter if purloined from a neighbor. 


In the early '80,s Uncle Peter 


Mauzy leased his camp to Jim 
Ayres' and by some unknown 
means a barrel of this highly 
prized fluid found a resting place 
nearby and in some mysterious 
way it became known to the 
••chicken scouts," of the neigh- 
borhood and soon a pathway led 
to the hiding place of the bar- 
rel. 


Of course this "beer"'was not 


intoxifcating'but for some reason 
a quart of it, under an overcoat 
would make a man want to whip 
his mother or climb a lightning 
rod.

In October 1878, while teach- 


ing at the Downey school.house 
we, Alf Bogue, (deceased) Dave

well and myself with others now 
forgotten met one night in a va- 
cant 'house on the Jake Cross 
farm, to have a dance and chick- 
en -friz.". We baked our chick- 
ens in tlie fire place, covering 
them when prepared, with coals 
and hot ashes. They were 
pared by removing the entrails 
and then covering the remains 
with the feathers on, with stifl 
mud and when done we removed 
the clay, which took off feathers 
and skin leaving only the well 
cooked flesh. 


While the chickens were bak- 


ing we began the dance but soon 
an odor filled the air, which, was 
foreign to well bred chicken 
flesh. Examination showed that 
some one in his haste had omit- 
:ed to remove the "insides" of 
his-chicken and -the little spiral 
of steam ascending .therefrom, 
produced the objectional odor. 
Whose chicken was- it? 
.The 


chicken had lost- its head and 
could not talk, and to this day no 
one has owned ^he blunder/ tiiit 
we had plenty without ife and oh, 
what a feast!

Aside from the great crop of 


appdes of unblemished growth 
and fine flavor, the cider, press 
gave us a beverage which "was 
healthful to drink and furnished 
the fluid for delicious apple but- 
ter. In those days brass kettles 
were in vogue, but today few can 
be found in the county .and a 
cider press or brass kettle would 
be dangerous possessions, when 
some over zealous enforcement 
officer came arbund. 


A, few years ago a man near 


Gings was arrested and tried on 
a chaise of possessing a "still,", 
when as a matter of fact (?) he 
was only making "mush" for his 
hogs. As a matter of fact much 
alcohol is found in nearly all 
plant life, but it never takes on 
alcoholic action until it is taken 
from its natural abode. In the 
old days cider was much used as 
a drink and when it fermented, 
the addition of a little soda and 
sugar to a glass of hard cider, 
produced a pleasant foaming 
drink, much resembling soda 
water. 


Along in the '70's Uncle Henry 


Lord owned the farm now owned 
by John F. Kirk on road 3 and 
Harve Smelser 
and 
Emerson 


Hihchman, lived on adjoining 
farms. By a long-followed cus- 
tom Uncle Henry had placed a 
barrel of cider in his barn, as 
was the custom in that day, and 
had put in it a small bag of mus- 
tard seed to prevent, fermenta- 
tion. In some mysterious (?) 
mamier its 
location became 


known and one night of a "spel- 
ling match".at the Black school 
house, some grown boys -sampled 
it on the way to the spelling and 
going home carried away almost 
half of it. Charlie Hinchman of 
Kansas City'is now the only man 
living who could tell what be^ 
came of the rest of it, a few 
nights later. 
' Many yet living in Rushyille 
will remember Uncle John Ca-r 
vitt, when he came to town with 
several barrels of cider- which ne 
sold at wholesale and'retail. As 
he traversed the streets selling 
his cider his cry sounded very 
much like an autcioneer^--Nice 
fresh swe"et cider"—the last word 
sounding somewhat like -side 
door.':

The 
deaths' growing out "of enforce- 
ment, make fitting..subjects .for 
meditation of those-" who- want 
the law to protect humanity. 


We stand alone of; all-nations 


on the' earth in.- trying to force 
on the people 'a law, which has 
failed elsewhere, which is a. fait- 
ure here and makes us the 
laughing stock of the world and 
will eventually lead us-.into war, 
just as did the .Fugitive Slave 
law. But it is now, not only the 
law of the land but a part, of our.

bore the marks of smallpox. His 
face was extremely.-pale, but 
burned quickly when exposed to 
the sun, and became florid. 


Out of Washington's diaries 


there emerges a business man— 
efficient, industrious, punctual; 
hard-headed, close-fisted, prac- 
tical and cautious—a forerunner 
of the modern -captain of indus- 
try. He was probably the richest 
man of the time, his wealth be- 
ing estimated all the way from 
$70,000 to $1,000,000. 


As a planter, he practiced crop 


rotation, diversified his products 
and experimented in breeding 
horses and cattle. His horse was 
saddled and at his door at dawn 
ready for the daily trips about 
his plantations. 


Honest himself and contemp- 


tuous of dishonesty in others, he 
stood upon his rights and took 
court action against those who 
attempted to defraud him. 


As a real estate dealer and 


business man at Alexandria, Va., 
he was known as a "hail fellow, 
well met" and a good companion. 
He belonged to Alexandria's first 
volunteer fire company, "Friend- 
ship Hose." 
Washington played a promi- 


nent role in social life of Vir- 
ginia. House parties were fre- 
quent at Mount Vernon. He 
mentions many expenditures for 
arrack wine and punch; he liked 
afternoon tea served in the sum- 
mer on the veranda; he was 
fond of picnics, barbecues, claifi 
bakes, and still danced at tli'6 
age of 64. 
He went regularly to the Wil- 


liamsburg races. He frequently 
lost various sums at cards, the 
largest on record now being 9 
pounds 14 shillings. He missed 
few opportunities to see stage 
plays, though there were few 
theaters in his tune. 


His diaries indicate that his 


book knowledge was meager, and 
that he had difficulty with spel- 
ling and grammar all his life. 
When it was suggested that he 
write his memoirs he said: "A 
consciousness of defective edu- 
cation and a certainty of the 
lack of time unfit me for such an 
undertaking." 
_ 
Disliking slavery on economic 


and social rather than moral 
grounds, he made the best of it, 
carefully clothed and fed his ser- 
vants and employed a^doctor for 
the sick. 
Washington had a temper, 


that is certain. When he discov- 
ered the treachery, or cowardli- 
ness, of General Charles Lee at 
the Battle of Monmouth, it is 
recorded that Washington "cuss- 
ed him out" with some good, 
round oaths. 


But it hasn't neen reported 


what he said when two naughty 
girls stole his clothes—and watch 
and money—when he was bath- 
ing in the Rappahannock river. 
At least,''he failed to appreciate 
the joke and the girls were sen- 
tenced to six months in jail. 


Sincerely skeptical of his abil- 


ity to fill the requirements as 
commahder-in-chief of the army 
and later as president, Washing- 
ton preferred a much lower sta- 
tion in the affairs of his country. 


But when duty called; he ac- 


cepted cheerfully and, despite 
many obstacles, rose to the front 
rank as patriot, soldier, states- 
man—and man.
